That Christ 
mas has lost much of its quondam sentiment and magic is un- 
deniable, but even to-day, in these hard, material times, a modern 
philosopher assures us that “the spirit and rites of ancient Christ- 
mas are kept up, more or less in their full yigour and splendour, 
by a race of beings that is scattered over the whole earth . .'- 
a race mysterious, masterful, conservative, imaginative, pas- 
gionately sincere, arriving from we know’ not where, dissolving 
before our eyes we know not. how . ‘ the children by virtue

’ Actually this December 25 was not the day Christians should 
celebrate as the greatest in history. That is a known and ad- 
mitted fact. Why, then, was the Christmas fenst fixed for that 
day?

Colonial Administration 


The British Government, Mr. Eden says clearly, emphatically, 
is not arranging a deal with Germany at the expense of the other 
Powers. | Nevertheless, the colonial question is one which the 
‘Cabinet is facing and one which has to be faced squarely.. At 
the outset, of course, it has to be realised that the co-called col- 
onial question ig not one but two. There is the immediate ques- 
tien, which is largely one of political expediency, of what to do 
under German pressure; and there is the long-term question of 
what is best for'the colonial empires. One answer may fit. both, 
but it is important that they should not be confused as they 
were confused in 1919. By distributing Germany’s colonics as 
League mandates at the end of the war the Allied Powers tool: 
one step forward and one step back. The mandatory system it- 
self was a treniendous advance in colonial theory; it marked the 
beginning of a totally new conception of empire. But it also 
helped to conceal the fact that two or three Great Powers, all of 
them hardened imperialists, were grabbing the colonies of another 
Grent Power as the reward of victory. As a result we are not 
auite certain to-day whether we have gone forward or back. If 
all that happened was that Britain_and France added to their 
vast possessions at the expense of Germany, then Germany has. 
n good case for demanding them back again; but if Britain and 
France really abandoned the old tradition of national possession, 
wen it is high time we proved our sincority, by advancing still

We Drink — Or Should Drink

There ia no cleansing agent 48 
important as water, not only for 
the exterior of the body, but for 
the interior, from the crown of 
the heads to the soles. of the fect. 
It is a simple matter to drink a 
sass of water, yet the results of 
the nct are marvellous, A very 
small portion of it enters the in- 
testines, but by far the larger 
quantity is absorbed into — the 
blood and enters immediately 
into the circulatory system with 
this life-giving Muid, It is import- 
ant to know something about 
where our water comes from 
and what it contains, In Hong 
Kongr there are five sources of 
water supply, all five make it 
possible for you to reach into the 


_ice box and have a glass of Na- 


ture's most wonderful refresher, 
Briefly here are the types, 


1, RAIN WATER before filtra- 
tion always contains more or Jess 
impurities, but suspended = and 
dissolved. Unless unusual care is 
taken about its. eleanlincss 
through filtration an analysia 
shows that it contains organic 
and inorganic substances, 


2. SPRING WATDPR which as 
a ruto is the purest type of water 
supply. Should you be fortunate 
enough to have a spring in your 
grounds it is any easy matter to 
have spring: water analysed — or 
tested, and once tested and ap- 
proved the purity can generally 
be relied upon. 


3. RIVER WATERS. Directly 
rain water comes in contact with 
the land it acquires fresh im- 
purities. Most river water usual- 
ly is dangerously impure, and of- 
fers groat menace to health un- 
less properly purifled by filtera- 


tion. If such water be taken and 
passed through an adequate 
filtering plant, carefully and con- 
scientiously conducted, the water 
becomes safe for drinking pur- 
poses, , 


4. SURFACE WELL WATER 
ia practically the same as river 
water, except that it is likely to 
be even more polluted. Mosquitos 
are particularly fond for breed- 
ing purposes of this type of 
marsh forming water. 


5. DEEP WELL WATERS are 
generally palatable and whole- 
rome, The same remarks about 
analysis for houschold purposes 
also apply here. 


Here sre some simple ways for 
the detection of impurities. Water 
for drinking must fulfill certain 
conditions. There must be no 
smell, either when fresh or boil- 
ed. The taste must be plearant 
and fresh, When a large full re- 
rervoir is looked at, it must not 
be cloudy or yellowish, but of a 
pure blue or bluish-green colour, 
Take a walk to the Tytam Re- 
servoir some Sunday afternoon 
und you can see the exact colour 
of which I write. Live drinking 
water always contains the three 
gases of the air; namely oxygen, 
nitrogen and carbonic acid, The 
reason that boiled water always 
tastes insipid and flat, ia because 


it has lost these gases. ‘lo be 
slightly technical there should 
never be less than two to fivo 
cuble inches of sas in solution in 
one hundred cubic inches of 
water of the water we drink. 


Some chemists contend that 


“water should always contain a 
“fow 


grains of mineral matter 
dissolved in it, such as carbonate 
of lime, sulphate of chloride and 
nitrates of sodium, magnesia, 
ete., These mineral matters, how- 
ever, should never exceed thirty 
trains in an impertal gallon of 
water, which weighs ten pounds, 
or more correctly, seventy thou- 
annd grains, Other chemists de- 
clare that all euch mineral mat- 
tera are impurities, and that the 
leas of them our drinking water 
contains the better. This seoms

FILTRATION OF WATER, 
Household filters when not  pro- 
perly cleansed are na source of 
danger instead of prevention. 
You should make a point of see- 
ing that your own filter has pro- 
per care, 


DISTILLED WATER. There 
has been much discussion locally 
as to whether water should be 
used in its “raw” stato, boiled or 
distilled, The possible sources of 
danger to water in its “raw" 
state have already been present- 
ed. Where, there is any. doubt as 
to its purity it ahould be avoided, 
though from the admittedly cur- - 
sory examination I have made of 
our local supply I would say that

vthingg whieh can be done to 
ensure perfect’ cleanliness is 
rigorously carried out by the au- 
thorities. 


Many people think that  boil- 
ing water is,the best way to be 
rid of all impurities, This is a 
grave mistake. Not only does boil- 
ing water deprive it of its “life” 
by forcing out the gases of the 
air but the purest portions are 
carried away in steam. The re- 
sult) is .what impurilics there 
were in.the water remain practi- 
cally unchanged, but condensed, 
and are made | more obnoxious 
by the evaporation of the liquid 
which was most nearly pure. Boil- 
ed water should always be aerat- 
ed before drinking.. This is done 
by pouring the water from one 
vessel to another several times 
so as to thoroughly mingle the 
air with it. This will take away 
the flat, insipid taste and restore 
some of the gases driven off dur- 
ing the boiling. 


In big cities where millions of 
gatlons of water are consumed in 
the cleansing and thirst quench- 
ing of the citizens it is most often 
found that the water supply in 
the taps is brought amazi dis- 
tances. For instance part of the 
water drunk by the people of 
Manchester (England) is taken 
by pipe line from the outflow of 
Lake Ullswater in Cumberland. 
Perhaps one of the longest de- 
liveries of water in the world and 
one of the most romantic too is 
the water pipe Hne which runs 
from Perth, the capital city of 
Western Australia, to Kalgoorlie, 
just over or just under four hun- 
dred miles in length! 

Not so many years ago Kal- 
goorlic was only another piece of 
waste bushland, then gold) was 
found in almost fairy tale like 
quantities. During the early days 
of the discovery there v no 
Jaborious mining for one of the 
earth's richest treasures, as the 
nuggets were found often on or 
within a foot of the surface. 
Around Kalgoolie at Coolgardie, 
Menzies, etc., equally rich atrikes 
were made but none of the fields 
could be properly developed sim- 
ply through a lack of water. The 
huilding of the world's largeat 
water pipe line was the solution 
of the difficulty and also the 
actual means to the production of 
many millions of pounds worth 
of gold.

Right along the pipe line at 
regular intervals there are lift- 
ing houses. At each Jitlinyr sta- 
tion the water also gets an op- 
portunity to come into contact 
with the air thus keeping it con- 
tinually fresh and pure on the 
long journey from the .

temperature to rise, wait untit 
the perspiration has absolutely 
cleared. ‘Tummy trouble, etc., can 
occur if this warning is neglect- 
ed. 


HOT WATER—there is no 
doubt whatever that in many 
eases of disease, the use of hot 
water is beneficial in washing the 
accumulation of slime, mucus, 
yeast germs and undigested food 
from the stomach and increasing 


‘the peristalic action of the in 


tines, But it does not necessarily 
follow that what is good to change 
un abnormal condition of dis- 
ease is either necessary or good 
for a body that is in o state of 


“normal health. The natural drink 


at all times for a man in his nor- 
mal condition is cold water, 
though, if it ia a matter of choos- 
ing between tea or coffee and hot 
water, preference should certain- 
ly be given to the latter. 


In some countries ‘the ~people 
have a habit of adding a dash of 
this or that to the cold water 
they drink. Generally tho idea is 
just so much nonsense. Should 
water be contaminated the disin- 
fectant necessary to put the 
germ matter out of action would 
also got a very doubtful, and not 
overlong, reception in the drink- 
er's stomach. The addition of 
“dashes” for prevention, are sim- 
ply cold water spollers, 
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It is without doubt the most economical and 
eMicient refrigerator on the market, and will 
give you years of silent service.

HEALTH? 


O the short-wave television 

transmissions from Alexan- 

dra Palace affect the health of 
those who work nearby? 

One studio official 1 know de- 

clares -thav they do and says he 
feels fit. and invigorated while 
near the transmitters, 
4) think the radiations must 
induee oan artificial immunity 
which is rapidly lost once we get 
cout of the area of intense radia- 
sion,” he told me. 

“Otherwise how can you eXx- 
plain the fact that I am fit and 
well at work but invariably ill 
‘and stricken with colds and de- 
pression when on holiday?” 

But official B.B.C, frowns upon

CASTOR OIL GAS MASKS 


ODERN scientific needs have 
M discovered a new use for 
sun-tlowers and castor-oil. They 
are needed in order to safeguard 
civilian populations from gas at- 
tacks. 

The leather in gas-masks docs 
not keep .mustard yas out very 
satisfactorily unless it is special- 
ly treated. Sunflower seed oil or 
castor-oil is treated with oxygen 
and then with silica; result—a 
clear, sticky Muid. This ‘fluid is 
treated with sulphur and diluted 
in water. Leather sonked in the 
mixturg is impregnated without 
being hardened, and mustard yas 
cannot get through. 

Nobody is certain whether the 
gas is kept our simply as a wi 
dow keeps out the rain or chem- 
ieally by combining with atoms 
and molecules within the im- 
pregnited leather. : 

One theory is that the atoms 
of mustard gas are charged with 
one kind of electric charge, and 
the acoms in the oils embedded in 
the leather are charged with. the 
‘opposite kind. Then the atoms

The outstanding cause of the 
Associantion’s defent was poor 
half-back play, bad positioning 
giving the Chinese many un- 
warranted opportunities, while 
mis-directed passes threw far 
too heavy a burden on the 
shoulders of Ulrich and Hussain 
at full-back.’

ART DE LIGT, the Dutch 
“Pacifist Revolutionary Social- 
ist,” has written a book cwith an 
introduction by Aldous Huxley) 


which atternpts to indjente how 
non-violent methods of defence 
against violence can be made effec- 
tive. eTo know how that can be 
done should certainly appeal to a 
large section of the earth's popula- 
ton at this juncture, 

Tt ghould appeal to the Chinese. 
whose sleeping and inoffensive vit- 
fea are being blown to pieces by 
Japaneae invaders; to the » Abys- 
sinians, who were learning yenter- 
day what it was to be flayed alive 
with poison gas; to the Basques, 
who have doubtless asked a good 
many times what they have done

to Italy and Germany that the 
bombs and machine-guns of those 
nations should massacre the civil- 
fans of Spanish clticn—to mention 
only a few casen of the weak who 
have suffered from the strong, and 
snot to mention the many more who 
fear that they may ‘be victims to- 
morrow. 

To reveal the technique of suc- 
ceanful non-military resistance to 
military aggression would be to- 
day a service beyond all price, and 
would’ be welcomed by non-Pacifists 
ns by Pacifists. A clear demon- 
atration of how military aggression, 
whethor that of a Fascist Party 
within the State selzing a Liberal 
or Socialist Government “a la 
Franco," or that involved in in- 
vasions like those of China, Abys- 
asinin, or Spain, could be brought 
to naught ‘by non-violent — means, 
would rejoice the heart of every 
democrat in the world. 


It is to be feared that this book 
won't help very much. Indeed, the 
major part of the book docs not 
concern Itself with the technique 
of non-violent means of resistance 
to violence, but with passfonate 
Indictment of the behaviour of 
Europeans in their relations with 
coloured peoples, of colonialism 
generally, of imperalinm, of the 
bourgeoinie, of the League of Na- 
tions, Geneva, “Bourgeois Paci- 
fism.” Capitalism, indeed, of all or-

que of masa non-resistance or non- 
violent resistance as an effective 
weapon against military aggression. 
The author tells us that the 
nature of the capitalist, military 
and imperialist States of to-day is 
such that they can never be trust- 
ed to'use cconomic sanctions, In- 
deed, he goes further and tells us 
that the whole iden of imposing 
sanctions ia out of date; that what 
we should have done in 1935. was 
“to ask the support of the Italian 
people against the Italian Govern- 
ment” (so simple!) and not to de- 
prive them of ‘food. ‘ 
But he also goes on to urge a 
universal genera) strike as a 
means of stopping war, which even 
if feasible would certainly mean 
starving « good many workers. 
Every competent Trade Untonist 
knows that strikes mean the suffer- 
ing of women and children, and 
honestly. faces the fact. 
Although there is to be an inter- 
national general strike in the event 
of war we are not “either by boy- 


cott or absolute blockade to cut off 


\\a people from the rest of human- 
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ity becauso ft yoca to war, oven if 
this people, deceived by its govern- 
ricnt and religious leaders, parti- 
cipates in so frankly an Imperiul- 
ist an enterprise.” To do one with- 
out the other will need some aktl- 
ful organisation. 

The whole problem of non-resis- 
tance has been altered this last 20 
years by the emergence of Fascism. 
If we could. imagine a Labour 


Party pledged to the disbanding 
of thd. army and navy coming to 
power, the first thing we should 
have to face would not be foreign 
invasion; it would be seizure of the 
Government by an armed Fascist 
Party. ‘ 

What would a Pactfist Govern- 
ment do? Use the army to defend 
the Constitution against the Fas- 
cists? Then it would be showing 
itself rendy to kill Englishmen but 
not forcigners. If it did not de- 
fend the Constitution, did not resist 
the Fascists, they would seize the 
Government, send all Pacifists to 
Concentration Camps, take over 
the Press, the radio, the schools, 
train (quite successfully) every 
child in the country to loathe Paci- 
fists and take pride in war. And 
that would be the end of Pacifigm— 
and the beginning of a new dark 
age which might Inst as long as the 
last. 

Books Jike this do not, in fact, 
address themselves to the urgent 
problem: What is the next step, the 
one we can take now, defective as 
it may be, to arrest the march of 
ovil? 

Agreeing that if you had to 
choose between Lansbury and Lord 
Beavermere, you would vote for 
Lansbury; agrecing, if you will, 
that if you had to choose between 
Lansbury and Dalton you would 
choose Lansbury, what would you 
do if that were not really the chvice 
at all (which It is not), but were 
compelled (as you are) to choose 
between Dalton and Beavermere? 

Even the Early Christian Paci- 
fist finds himself confronted with 
what is, bronpdly speaking, that 
choice. What is he to decide? Par- 
ticularly, what in he to decide if 
nbstention means the victory of 
the Beavermeres? One might sug- 
gest that his duty then is to sce 
that the best is not made the 
enemy of the better. .
